The  prisoners  of  war  were  not  j  rovided  with  proper  medictl  Care,  food  and 
quarters  in  this  camp  whixe  1  was  there. 

Over  200  prisoners  died  us  a  result  of  lack  of  food,  medical  Care  and  lack 
of  fuel  to  keep  warm  in  the  winter  v hrn  the  temperature  fell  as  low  as  40  below 
zero,  farenheit.  There  were  bif  piles  of  coal  right  in  the  camp,  but  we  v.ere  not 
allowed  to  burn  it.  It  was  com;  or.  for  prisoners  to  have  their  ears,  noses  and 
feet  frozen.  The  prisoners  were  issued  one  uniform  which  was  made  of  a  sort  of 
oanVaS  material,  but  this  was  not  sufficient  for  c.rmth.  The  prisoners  were 
forced  to  do  construction  wo.  k  outside  .'here  they  were  exposed  to  the  elements. 
There  v/as  one  big  warehouse  full  of  food  and  tiie  Japanese  had  enough  to  eat 
themselves,  but  would  not  issue  enough  f.  od  for  the  prisoners.  I,  myself,  lost 
30  pounds  during  this  period.  «11  requests  for  food,  fuel  and  medical  supplies 
were  refused  by  the  Japanese. 

Col.  ..jat3udo  Was  th’>  Japare^e  Commandant,  iie  and  the  interpreter,  Cpl. 
hoda  (who  was  born  in  California,  but  called  us  all  "white  baste rds"J  refused 
our  requests.  Col.  ...tsude  WoS  ibtut  5'4">  plump  in  build,  wore  thick  lensed 
glasses,  i ^d  short  clipped  hair,  a  ruddy  complexion,  a  military  posture,  and  a 
brisk  manner.  He  wore  so  many  clothes  that  I  Cannot  describe  him  further.  I 
cannot  remember  how  Cpl  hoda  ."'ooKed  except  that  he  Was  about  5'  7"  in  height, 
spoke  English  very  well,  includin'-  slang  and  profane  expressions,  had  clipped 
hair,  and  erect  posture. 

Our  ov/n  Commanding  Officer  Was  iaajor  Hanks- js,  who  Was  confined  with  me  all 
during  this  period,  and  who  can  corroborate  my  statements.  I  do  not  know 
whether  he  kept  records  or  nomes  of  the  Japanese  responsible  for  our  treatment. 

I  can  givo  no  further  description  of  the  persons  responsible  for  conditions  which 
1  have  described,  and  I  con  state  no  further  details  concerninf  the  matters 
described  in  this  affidavit.
